LIBERTY OF CONSCIENCE. 

Mr. Lavery went on to say that he hoped 
to show that Erasmus Smith, in the reign 
of James 1!., was prepared to subscribe to 
the hs “AL and liberty of conscience, When 
James IT. ascended the throne Erasmus Smith 
was ready to subscribe to liberty of con- 
science for all, and did so at the behest 
of a Catholic Lerd Lieutenant of Essex, 
appointed by James Il. What he intended 
counsel submitted, was a purely educatio 
foundation. The evidence brought forward 
by the plaintiffs had been of a sketchy and 
incomplete character. 

Commenting on the substantive part of 
the charter, passages from which he read, 
Mr. Lavery said that the selection of the 
trustees was not made by Erasmus Smith, 
who lived -in fear of a gentleman named 
Theophilus Jones, a dire and bitter enemy, 
whom Erasmus Smith desired should not be 
elected, as was shown by a letter of the 
Earl of Anglesea to the Earl of Ormond, 
dated 26th April, 1662, 

Mr. Justice Meredith asked what was 
known of Theophilus Jones. 

Mr. Lavery—I have seen him referred to 
as Cromwell’s scoutmaster. . 

A STATE CHURCH. 

The Church of Ireland at the date of the 
charter, continued Mr. Lavery, was a State 
Church, and what was provided for in the 
trusts was no more than that the rules to be 
prescribed should not violate what was com- 
manded by law, but if the law had changed 
or if the King’s prerogative was modified, 
then the rules might be modified so long as 
they were not repugnant to the new law. 
The meaning was perfectly clear that the 
foundation’ was to be carried on in accord- 
ance with law, but, so far_as the law per- 
mitted, the rules might be varied from time 
to time. The Church of Ireland to-day was 
a disestablished Church, and the constitution 
of the Church of Ireland: was not violated 
to-day by any rule or ‘regulation that pro- 
vided for any other religious teaching in 
these schools. 

This, said Mr. Lavery, was a State foun- 
dation, emanating from the King, and 
Erasmus Smith’s intentions had nothing to 
do with it. 

The education of the tenants and the 
children of the poor, as intended by the 
founder, said Mr. Lavery, involved, at the 
time, education in the principles of the State 
religion and in the English habit and religion. 
“Í do not know,” he remarked, amid 
laughter, '“ whether that would be in accord- 
ance with the declared policy of our Depart- 
ment of Education, which is to teach Irish. 
The two would seem to be in open conflict.’’ 

THE PROTESTANT ELEMENT. 

In the course of further arguments, Mr. 
Lavery said that the plaintiffs were asking 
the Court to hold that the whole thing was 
infested with the Protestant tinge, and that 
it existed for no other purpose except the 
propagation of the Protestant faith. If his 
lordship said “No” to that, thefi counsel 
had the substantial relief that he wanted 
from the Court. 

He asked the Court to say that this was 
an educational charity, but it would probably 
be sufficient if his lordship said that they 
were tot bound to insist on the Protestant 
element in their education, because it had 
always been recognised, even by the 
Governors, that a much better use could be 
made of this immense revenue than was 
being made. Referring again to the High 
School, Harcourt street, he said that it was 
an absolute, bare-faced breach of the trust. 
There was no power whatsoever to found cr 
maintain it. 

Counsel had not concluded when the further 
hearing was adjourned until this morning. 


CHILDREN IN INSTITUTIONS 
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DUBLIN LABOURER'S APPEAL. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The hearing was concluded of the appeal 
which was brought by John Kavanagh, a 
labourer, of 28 North Great George's street, 
Dublin, from an order of the High Court 
discharging conditional writs of habeas 
corpus directed to the Governor of Artane 
Industrial School and the Superintendent of 
the House of Charity, to produce his two 
children, John M. Kavanagh and William 
Robert Kavanagh, who had been committed 
to these institutions by an order of District 
Justice Sullivan. : 
Mr. Hector Hughes, K.C., and Mr. Tobias 
(instructed by Méssrs. Gerald Byrne and 
Co.) appeared íor the appellants, and Mr. 
E. J. Kelly, K.C., and Mr. McGuckin (in- 
structed by Messrs. T. F. O’Connell, Rooney 
and Co.) for the respondents, the Governor 
of the School and the Superintendent of the 

Home. 

It appeared that the appellant was a Roman 
Catholic, but recently had become a Pro- 
testant, and that his wife, who is at present 
in hospital, was a Protestant. They were 
married in St. Michan’s Protestant Church, 
and it was stated that the husband had 
agreed with the wife that the children 
should be brought up in the Protestant re- 
ligion. The children had been baptised, 
first as Protestants, and afterwards as 
Roman Catholics. 

Mr. Kelly, for the respondents, concluding 
his argument, said that the important ele- 
ment in this case was that it involved a 
change from life in institutions to life in a 
tenement. Two and a half years ago these 
children were handed over to the institutions 
hy the appellant, their father, at his own 
free will: and that, therefore, was a distin- 
guishing element in the case. 

Referring to the character of the _ ap- 
pellant, he suggested that the appellant was 
a very improvident man, and that there was 
abundant evidence that he gave way to drink 
from time to time. 

THE RELIGIOUS ASPECT. 

Having regard to the whole character of 
this man, counsel suggested that it was un- 
desirable that he should -have the sole care 
of these little children. Apart from the ques- 
tion of the welfare of the children, he helieved 


that the Court would not do anything to. 


interfere with the settled religion of any of 
the children, and would not do anything that 
might prejudice the religious aspect of the 


case. 
Alleding to the placing of the children in 


| the Sacred Heart Home, counsel stated that 


the father had not disnlayed anv narental 


concern for them while thev were there, and 
i that it seemed to him that he wished to cet 


rid of them. In conclusion. he sulymitted 


that the children should he allowed to remain 


in the evstody of those whom he represented. 

Mr. Huches, replying for the anpellant, 
said that the father of the children had ex- 
pressed the intention of providing a proper 
for them, and in the meantime he 
wished to have them in another institution 
until he had nrovided a new. reconstitnted 
The father was bound to maintain 
the children. 

The Court reserved judement, the children 
to remain in the institutions in which they 
had been placed until it is delivered.

MULLAN MILLS. 


REDUCTION OF CAPITAL. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

An application was made on behalf of the 
Mullan Mills, Ltd., Emyvale, Co. Monaghan, 
for an order to reduce the capital of the com- 
pany from £10,000 to £5,000 in confirmation 
of a resolution of the company. 


Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., who, with Mr. Roe 
(instructed by Messrs. Phelan and Co.) 
appeared for the petitioners, said that the 
object was part of a scheme for the re- 
organisation of the company and the introduc- 
tion of a considerable amount of new money 
by way of capital. In 1925 the mills were 
purchased by a local company for the purpose 
of a boot factory. The scheme had the 
approval of the Ministry for Industry and 
Commerce, under the Trades Loan Act, and 
it was intended to acquire new capital, the 
subscribers of which would be Senator 
O’Rourke, the Most Rev. Dr. McKenna, and 
a number of gentlemen who were keenly in- 
terested in the promotion of industry in the 
country. Mr. John D. Thompson, a leading 
accountant in Belfast, stated in an affidavit 
that last year the net profit of the company 
was from £600 to £700, which arose largely 
from the export trade. 

In the factory, continued Mr. Geoghegan, 
70 workers were employed, and it was in- 
tended to increase that number to 100. There 
was no idea of going out of business, but, on 
the contrary, there was every prospect that 
the company would have a successful future. 

Mr. Justice Johnston granted the applica- 
tion, and expressed the hope that the enter- 
prise would continue to prosper. 


TWO ’PLANES IN 


COLLISION. 
——-——— 


FLYING OFFICER KILLED: 
ANOTHER INJURED. 


One Flying-Officer was killed and a 
Flight-Lieutenant injured when two 
‘planes which they were flying collided in 
mid-air over Filton Aerodrome, near 
Bristol, yesterday. 

The dead man is Flying-Officer G. H. 
Carter, of Rochdale, and the injured man 
is Flight-Lieutenant E. H. Bryant, of 
Hyde Park, London. 

An official of the Bristol Aeroplane Com- 
pany, who share the aerodrome with the 
R.A.F., said that the type of machine 
being flown was that used for teaching 
and has dual control, but each man was 
alone in his ‘plane at the time. ‘‘ The 
machines hit the ground with a terrific 
impact and were badly smashed.”’ 

Flying-Officer Carter and Flight-Lien- 
tenant Bryant both belonged to the Re- 
serve of Air Force Officers and were carry- 
ing out reserve training when the accident 
took place. 

Carter’s machine, which bad a wing and 
its tail sheared off. crashed in the same 
field and not twenty yards from the spot 
where two men were burnt to death in a 
flying accident some years ago. Carter 
arrived at Filton on Monday to qualify for 
his short course, a solo flight of three or 
six hours. Both he and Bryant, who had 
already flown to Swindon and was up for 
another flight before lunch, had flown at 
Filton before. The machine flown by 
Carter was rising and Bryant’s machine 
descending when the collision occurred. 

Golfers from Filton golf course.and hay 
makers immediately rushed to the scene. 
The haymakers in the field where Carter 
crashed heard the sound of the collision, 
and, thinking it was thunder, looked up to 


with bits flying from the tail. Bryant's 
machine seemed to be all right until it 
appeared to attempt to turn round, when 
it also crashed. 

This is the twenty-fifth fatal accident 
this year in which R.A.F. personnel have 
been involved. Forty-seven lives have 
been lost during this period.

Mr. Roe said that evidence world be given 
In support of the charge, and added that 
there wore fcund on the premises three dozen 
bottles of Jewish wine, which was found to 
contain a large amount of alcohol. 

Inspector O’Riordan said that on the 
morning of the 7th of June he visited the 
premises of the club with a warrant, and 
found Mrs. Purcell there with about thirtv 
or forty couples dancing. The defendant 
Mr. Flynn was also there. When told 
that a search was about to. be made for in- 
toxicating liquor the defendants: said that 
there wes none in the place. Detective 
Offier McSweeney found a bottle which 
smelt strongly of whiskey, and had some 
whiskey in it. 

MIXED DRINK. 

Witness discevered a number of other 
bottles. There were several glasses there, 
and he questioned Mrs. Purcell about them. 
She said that she served a mixed drink. 
which consisted of rum, Jewish wine and 
lemon soda. She admitted that she charged 
Ss. for a small and 7s. 6d. for a large 
supply. Witness identified three bott!es 
of champagne which were found on the 
premises. and which Mrs. Furcell said 
were the property of a captain who staved 
in the club. Witness had been preceded to 


the club by a Guard, who got in by paying 
an admission fee of 7s. 6d. He knew that 
dancing took place at the ‘‘ Silver Slipper ”’ 
Club about three nights a week. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Wood—He found 
no full bottle of whiskey there. 

Mr. Wood—You would know the smell of 
whiskey ”—I should think so. 


Further cross-examined by Mr. Wood, the 
witness said that he did not see a notice in 
the club prohibiting the sale of alcoholic 
liquor. On the day in question the big 
motor race had been held in Dublin. and 
there was a rush at the club. Mrs. Purcell 


facilitated him in every way during his 
inquiries there. She explained to him the 
constitutent: parts of the wine which was dis- 
covered, and which was referred to as Jewish 


wine, 

Mr. O'Toole (State analyst) stated that a 
bottle of wine (produced) contained 25.62 per 
cent. of alcohol. 

Sergeant Leary gave evidence of finding 
some bottles on the premises. 

Guard Gallagher said that he entered the 
hall on the night in question on pay- 
ment of 7s. 6d. He was not challenged. — 

Guard Nevin, who was on special duty 
during the month of May, gave details as 
to the number of persons who entered the 


club. On one occasion, he said, he saw two 
women leave at an early hour in the morning, 
under the influence of drink. 

Mr. Wood asked for a direction on grounde 4 
which he detailed as having bearing on. the 
form of the summonses. and the want of | 
evidence respecting the legal occupancy. of 
the premises involved. 

The Justice ruled against Mr. Wood 

Mr. Wood said that the club had been 
established in July last, and since then no 
liquor of an excisable quality had been sold 
on the premises to either members or visitors. '

It is not 
that there is any indication of the possession 
of a dramatic sense; there is no such indica- 
tion, but there certainly is a feeling for 


| dramatic speech and at least the rudiments 


of stage technique, ‘‘ Scrap’’ opened so well 
that one looked for a deeper searching of 1ts 
problem and a wider sweep of its implica- 
tions. It seemed for a time that the author 
really intended this little play to have been 
the first act of a three or four act tragedy 
of working-class life, and the effect upon an 
audience is that of a glimpse into a household 
the misfortunes of which are beginning rather 
than ending. á 
- As exposition, ‘‘ Scrap”’ 
is as drama that it fails. There is excellent 
characterisation, dialogue that is adequate, 
but the play at present lacks significance. 
Everyone who takes any interest in the social 
and economic affairs of the community in 
which he lives is familiar with the workman 
who is “ too old ” for his job, as every social 
worker is familiar with the problem of the 
worker who is too old to work and too voung 
for the old age pension. There is nothing 
in this play beyond the statement that Ned 
Tobin had lost his job, and that his em- 
rloyers had forgotten something they had 
stated they would never forget. What would 
have been of intense dramatic interest is the 
effort to be made by the Tobins to keep body 
and soul together after the departure of their 
son for America. 


A DUBLIN KITCHEN. 


_ The author is concerned to display the 
little household of the Tobins in the kitchen 
of their home in Dublin. Ned Tobin had 
worked for fifty years, yet at the ‘time cf 
the play’s opening he found himself without 
anything saved from his labours.

It is alleged that the accused nian failed 
to include in his meome tax return income 
from dividends which had been taxed. He 
was returned for trial to the City Commis- 
sion, to be held on July 21, bail being fixed 

himself in £500, and a surety of £500. 
Mr. Joseph Osborne, charte accountant, 
Scottish ~Pravident Buildings, Belfast. said 
that he prepared in his own handwriting six 
super-tax returns, which ‘he believed Mr. 
Jefferson had signed. Information on these 
forms was supphed by Mr. Jefferson. 

Mr. Osborne said that he had asked Mr. 
Jefferson whether there were any taxed 
dividends to be entered in ‘his return, and 
the answer was “No.” Witness believed 
he asked the question each year. In the 
1990-21 form there was down for war 
loan, and witness was informed there was 
no change in the subsequent years. Witness 
was called into the investigations made by 
income tax authorities on 9th May, 

He was present at the interview that 
dav with Mr. Hildebrandt, and the subse- 
quent interviews, Witness prepared the 
various statements sent to the Revenue after 
9th May.

\Vitness also referred to certain statements 
in letters to the inspector, that these sums 
had actually been paid. Witness then 
showed Mr. Jefferson and Mr. Osboren 
entries in the defendant’s books, which wit- 
ness suggested were not in aceordance with 
the accounts to which witness had referred. 
Mr. Jefferson first of all said he had paid 
these sums away to certain clients, 
afterwards admitted that these sums had not 
in fact been paid. | 

‘Then Mr. Jefferson went on to explain 
that he had loaned a sum of money—as a 
matter of fact.” said witness, ‘‘it was 
£10.000—to Sir Samuel Kelly, and gu ge 
that Kelly could, at any time, out of that 
Joan recoup himself in respect of payments 
due to John Kelly, Ltd.” a 

Witness then drew the attention of Mr. 
Jefferson to certain items in his books of the 
sums received by him from certain insurance 
companies as allowances, apparently on 
account of expenses, postages, etc. 

Witness asked whether these items had 
heen credited to the accounts furnished to 
the local Inspector of Taxes.

Witness also said 
that it was now clear that the loss in tax 
to the Revenue was very much greater than 
the original disclosure indicated. Witness 
slso said that he had very roughly put to- 
gether some figures showing what appeared 
to be the position based on the state of facts 
as they knew to exist that moment. 

.LOSS OF £13,000.

The 
League of Nations 
pointed to a better 
way of solving inter- 
national problems, and 
the world owed a 
reat deal to the late 
President Wilson for 
having helped = so 
materiadly to bring it 
into existence. Year 
by year the maid 
ness oí the League had been demonstrated, 
and probably the most important thing it had 
accomplished was to have brought the Great 
Powers, as well as the small nations, together 
to discuss their problems openly, and with a 

friendly desire to arrive at a settlement. 

LABOUR ORGANISATION. 

The lecturer proceeded’ to say that the 
creation by the League of the International 
Labour Organisation had proved of great 
value, and its primary task was to protect 
the workers from sufferings which were the 
result of fierce international competition, and 
the stabilisation of labour conditions through- 
out the world. 

Now that the Irish Free State had a seat 
on the Council of the League, it behoved all 
of them to take an active interest in the 
work, and to let their delegates to Geneva 
feel that they had a strong and intelligent 
hacking at home in what they were doing 
for the cause of peace. Let them educate 
their young people that they might know the 
evil and folly of war, and the true way of 
settling disputes, by working for peace.

The Duce 
concedes only a part of this claim, and in 
a quarrel so deeply rooted causes of con- 
flict could not be long delayed. Azone 
Cattolica was formed, as His Holiness 
insisted, for purposes of spiritual and 
moral development; but, in the Duce's 
eyes, it assumed instantly a political 
tinge when it accepted members of the 
suppressed Popular Party. He struck at 
the Azione’ Cattolica in ways which the 
Pope did not—and, indeed, could not— 
ignore. His Holiness published his protests 
to the world, and, during recent weeks, 
the relations between Church and State 
have been strained almost to breaking 
point.

in its form. It is an Encyclical, and, 
therefore, has all the gravity of a formal 
pronouncement from the throne of St. 
Peter. It was published outside the 
Italian frontier—in which fact we may 
find a suggestion of Fascist tyranny. The 
Encyclical is a strong and outspoken in- 
dictment of the Fascist State’s attitude 
to the Church. It denies absolutely 
Fascismo’s claim to replace the Church 
in the sphere of education and morals. 
“ Everything,’’. says the — Encyclical, 
“- points to the existence of “ intention 
entirely to monopolise young people from 
earliest childhoed up to adult age to the 
complete and exclusive advantage of a 
party, on the basis of an ideology which 
openly amounted to a regular and verit- 
able pagan worship of the State, no less 
in complete conflict with the natural right 
of the family than with the supernatural 
right of the Church.” These people, says 
the Pope, ‘are Catholics only by 
baptism and in name,” and he suggests 
that, since the Fascist oath of allegiance 
is a virtual condition of existence in Italy, 
it shall be taken ‘‘ with a mental reserva- 
tion safeguarding the laws of God and the 
Church.”” ‘The Encyclical] ends, as it 
begins, on the note of persecution. Good 
Roman Catholics in Italy must be pre- 
pared to suffer. 

Discovery of the popular mind is not 
easy in a country which lacks. an inde- 
pendent Press.

‘Riots in Korea, 


To understand ‘the racial riots now in 
progress throughout the peninsula of 
Korea, it is necessary to cast a glance over 
Korean history. For three hundred years 
the peninsula was tributary to the 
Chinese emperors, whom it never loved ; 
subsequently it passed under Japanese 
‘influence, and after the Sino-Japanese war 
of 1894-1895 it obtained its independence. 
In 1910 Japan decided that a country 
which possesse - great mineral wealth, in 
addition to large agricultural advantages. 
was not to be despised, and annexed 
Korea. Less than half a 
Japanese represent the superior power in 
Korea, as against a population of nearly 
twenty million natives, and a considerable 
J apanese 


million 


number of Chinese residents. 
rule does not appear to sit lightly upon 
the Korean peasants; for many of them 
have left their homeland, and have 
settled in the adjacent territory of 
Manchuria. Naturally, the Manchurian 
Chinese do not welcome immigration from 
Korea, and have manifested their dislike 
on repeated occasions. The present 
troubles originate from an outbreak at 
Wanpaoshan, in Manchuria, on Thursday 
last. Some five hundred Chinese, as the 
result of a dispute over certain irrigation 
works, attacked two hundred Korean 
immigrants, and compelled the Japanese 
police to intervene, although the district 
lay outside Japanese jurisdiction. Friday 
saw the Koreans return the challenge in 
their own territory, when riots broke out 
at Seoul, the Korean capital, and in 
other towns. On Sunday peasant mobs 
attacked the Chinese community at Pin 
Jang, in Korea, killing 29 and injuring 
130, while the Japanese police were 
powerless to keep order. Since then riots 
have been continuous and widespread, 
and anti-Chinese feeling .uns high, A 
recent statement announces that the lives 
and property of more than a hundred 
thousand Chinese merchants are in 
danger throughout Korea. Police stations 
everywhere are thronged with refugees, 
and in at least one case the Japanese 
police have been compelled to open fire on 
mobs who ventured to attack the walls. 
There is no small probability that these 
manifestations will lead to difficultics 
between the Chinese and Japanese Govern- 
ments. Nanking has sent a strongly 
worded protest to Tokyo concerning the 
treatment of its nationals, demanding 
that full compensation shall be paid, and 
that immediate and effective precautions 
shall be taken against a recurrence of 
Similar outrages.

British Seamen, 


Yesterday, in the: House of Commons, 
Mr. A. V. Alexander read the report of 
the Commander-in-Chief, China, on the 
loss of H.M. submarine Poseidon. A 
better example of that real heroism 
which, avoiding extravagance, is devotion 
to duty in its highest form, would 
be hard to find in history. As soon 
as the collision took place, the order to 
close watertight doors was given in the 
hope that the ship might still be saved. 
With the prompt obedience which the 
Royal Navy has established as a tradition, 
the men in the forepart of the submarine 
did not hesitate to shut themselves into 
their compartment. A few minutes later 
the Poseidon was at the bottom of the sea, 
and all seemed to be lost. One man, how- 
ever—Petty Officer Willis—rose supremely 
to that supreme occasion. First, he offered 
prayers for himself and his companions, 
and then ensured that no omission should 
jeopardise their fulfilment. He saw that 
every seaman .is equipped with his Davis 
escape apparatus and knew how to use it: 
and A.B. Nagle, whose name proves his 
Irish origin, performed the same service 
for the Chinese steward, Ah Hai. Petty 
Officer Willis explained that he must flood 
the compartment to equalise the pressure 
before the hatch could be opened, and 
during a full two hours of horror com- 
forted| the anxious with quiet authority. 
After two hours and ten minutes the hatch 
was opened and tgo men rose to the 
surface; but the pressure immediately 
re-closed the hatch. A further hour 
elapsed, when four more men, including 
Petty Officer Willis, A.B. Nagle and the 
Chinese boy, esca Such courage re- 
quires no comment, but a tribute may be 
paid to the training which made it 
possible. An individual can reach, un- 
aided, the highest flights of heroism; the 
ability to impart it to others in a moment 
of crisis can be acquired only through 
discipline. Without such discipline not 
one of these men would have survived 
his ship. | |

HEROES OF LOST 
POSEIDON. 


RESOURCEFUL MEN 
SAVE LIVES. 


COMMANDER.-IN-CHIEF’S 
REPORT. 


— + 
A* epic tale of the British seaman’s self- 


control, resource and heroism is 
written in the report of the Commander-in- 
Chief, China, on the recent loss of His 
Majesty's submarine Poseidon. Mr. A. V. 
Alexander, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
yesterday read the report as follows to the 
House of Commons :— 

““On the conclusion of the various in- 
quiries into the loss of H.M.S. Poseidon 
some interesting facts have become avail- 
able about the magnificent behaviour of 
the men who were cut off from their fellows 
in the fore part of the ship, most of whom 
eventually were saved, 

“ When the collision occurred and the 
order ‘ Close watertight doors ’ was given, 
Petty Officer Willis, the torpedo-gunper’s 
mate, took charge of those in the fore part, 
calling upon them to close the door of the 
compartment, with themselves inside, as 
this might mean saving the ship. The 
operation was difficult, as the bulkhead 
had buckled; but by their united efforts 
the door was eventually closed, leaving 
only a slight leak. 

“ Whilst this work was in progress the 
ship lurched to starboard pa sank with 
heavy inclination by the bows. 


PRESENCE OF MIND. 

“ At the moment of the collision the 
electric light leads were all cut, and from 
that time until the final evacuation the 
imprisoned men were working with the 
occasional illumination of an electric 
torch. Willis first said prayers for him- 
self and his companions, and then ordered 
them to put on their escape apparatus, 
making sure that they all knew how ‘to 
use it. 

‘‘ He then explained that he was going 
to flood the compartment, in order to 
equalise the pressure with that outside the 
submarine, and how it was to be done, tell- 
ing off each man to his station. He also 
rigged a wire hawser across the hatchway 
to form a support.for the men to stand on 
whilst the compartment was flooding. 

“ While the compartment was slowly 
filling Willis kept his companions in good 
neart, while one able seaman, Nagle, 
passed the time in instructing the Chinese 
boy in the use of his apparatus, and 
undoubtedly instrumental in saving his 
life. 

‘The other men worked cheerfully at 
the various valves for flooding and at 
rigging the platform. 


THE HEROIC TOUCH. 

“During this time oxygen was running 
low in some of the escape apparatus. One 
able seaman told Petty Officer Willis that 
his oxygen flask was exhausted, as he could 
no longer hear it bubbling. Willis then 
tested his own and found that it. was also 
empty, and told the man: ‘ That is all 
right; you can’t hear anything in mine, 
and there is plenty left.’ This statement 
reassured the man and maintained the 
atmosphere of coolness among the party, 
which was essential to success, 


HATCH OPENED. 

“ After two hours and ten minutes the 
water was about up to the men’s knees, 
and Willis considered that the pressure 
might be sufficient to open the hatch. With 
considerable difficulty the hatch was 
opened sufficiently for two men to shoot 
up, but the pressure then reclosed the 
hatch, and it was necessary to await 
further flooding to make the pressure more 
equal before a second attempt could be 
made. 

“The two men who first escaped were 
Able Seaman Lovock and Able Seaman 
Holt. The former came to the surface un- 
conscious and died immediately, but his 
body was supported by Able Seaman Holt, 
himself in a state of great exhaustion, 
until both were picked up by boats wait- 
ing on the scene. 


THE SECOND BATCH. 

“After a further hour, by which time the 
men in the compartment were nearly up to 
their necks in water, and the air-lock was 
becoming very small, a second effort was 
made. This was successful and the hatch 
opened, and four other men came to the 
surface—Petty Officer Willis, Leading Sea- 
man Clarke, Able Seaman Nagle, and 
Officer’s Steward Ah Hai—all of whom 
zee sce up by boats. 

‘“ From the evidence it is abundantly 
clear that the courage and fortitude with 
which all these men, in the practi. 1 dark- 
ness of the slowly flooding compartment, 
faced a situation more than desperate, was 
in accordance with the very highest tradi- 
tions of the Service. The coolness, con- 
fidence, ability and power of command 
shown by Petty Officer Willis, which, no 
doubt, was principally responsible for the 
saving Of so many valuable lives, is de- 
serving of the very highest praise.” 

The First Lord LE sev “The ques- 
tion of suitable recognition of those con- 
cerned is under consideration by the 
Admiralty.’’ 

The statement was received with cheers.

THE MORATORIUM. 


Tvespay NIGHT. 


Gratification was expressed- in Govern. 


ment reached in regard to President 
Hoover's plan for a moratorium. It is hoped 
that t’ a agreement may have a good effect 
generally, though, of course, its imme- 
diate object is to save Germany from the 
need to raise taxation to an extent of 
something like seventy millions sterling 
in order to meet her reparations indebted- 
ness. That the agreement will cost this 
country a considerable amount of money 
is recognised already, but the Government 
view is that there will be a revival of 
prosperity, which will repay any expendi- 
ture incurred. On the London Stock 
Exchange scenes recalling the Monday of 
a fortnight ago were witnessed to-day, and 
the markets, which were depressed yester- 
day by the reports of a failure to reach 
agreement, blazed up. There were many 
important advances and a general mark. 
ing up of prices. The greatest activity was 
developed in the Anglo-American indus- 
trial group. 


France and the Free State. 


The details of the first commercial treaty 
between France and the Irish Free State 
have given general satisfaction in Paris. 
following upon their publication in Le 
Journal Officiel, and the comments of the 
authorities suggest that the treaty is ex- 
— to result in greatly increased trade 
etween the two countries. Those respon- 
sible for the direction of commercial 
education in France have done much of 
late to stress the commercial importance 
of Ireland to France, and the French 
agents for well-known Irish products have 
been trying busily to draw public atten- 
tion to the merits of the goods which Ire- 
land has for the French market. Arrange- 
ments are being made through the French 
Consular service to collect and to hold 
available for the information of business 
houses useful information in regard to 
openings for French goods in Ireland. So 
far there is no sign “f similar pronounced 
activity on the part of the Free State 
representatives in France, says my corre- 
spondent, and it is the opinion of Irish- 
men conversant with the position that, 
unless there is corresponding action by the 
Free State, the treaty may prove a one- 
sided affair, with most of the benefits for 
France. : 


Labour Party Abstentions. 


The Government is likely to be placed 
in a rather awkward position to-morrow 
evening if all the Labour members who 
announce their intention to abstain from 
voting for the Insurance Anomalies Bill 
carry out their intention. Six of these 
members were before an inquiry to-day, 
having placed an amendment on the Order 
Paper for the riection of the measure 
They were Messrs. Maxton, Fenner 
Brockway, Stephen, F. W. Jowett. 
Buchanan and Kinley. These’ members. 
as a result of to-day’s praceedings, will be 
reported to the disciplinary tribunal of 
the Labour Party. Other Labour mem- 
bers have decided to vote against the bill, 
and the new party—' the Mosley group” 
—also have decided to oppose it. - 


The Government and Sweepstakes. 


Rumour indicates that the Government 
is making up its mind to give an inquiry 
into the question of sweepstakes, though 
ic 18 unlikely that a decision will be 
announced jin the immediate future. THe 
amount of success attained by the. Irish 
Hospitals’ Trust in connection with. the 
"sweep ” on the Manchester November 
Handicap probably will help it to make 
up its mind. It is understood that the 
British Government intends to pursue 
exactly the same tactics in dealing with 
the tickets for this ‘‘ sweep’’ as those 
adopted in connection with the Derby 
“ sweep.’’ These involve the free opening 
of correspondence and other hindrances. 
It is thought that the inquiry, when it 
comes to be set up, will be handled by a 
Select Committee—such a body as usually 
commands confidence. 


Atlantic Sailings. 


A number of interesting decisions are 
likely to be reached by the delegates to 
the North Atlantic Conference, which was 
opened in Paris to-day. The delegates re- 
present the shipping lines operating be- 
tween Europe and America, and it is 
understood that the difficulties which they 
must face are the most serious that have 
arisen for years. A further cancellation 
of liner sailings’ is considered unlikely, 
but a drastic reduction in fares may be 
one of the results of the meeting. This 
is a point which affects the German liners, 
however, and it probably will meet with 
serious objection by the delegates from 
that country, as likely to bring about a 
deeréasé™-in -revenue- without securing 
further passengers. It is notable that 
first-class ocean travel] continues to de- 
cline, and it is expected that by the end 
of the year the decrease on last year’s 
figure will be very considerable. 
Automatic Traffic Control. | k 
The newly installed American system of 
automatic trafic control by means of 
coloured lights has been tested in Oxford 
street during the past two days under the 
observation of representatives of the 
Ministry of Transport and of the police 
authorities. During the tests the traffic 
police were withdrawn. The traffic was 
regulated by the coloured lights, and, 
although no warning had been given that 
the new system was to be in operation, 
drivers complied with the signals >f the 
lights. The authorities concerned will 
hold a conference in the next few days, 
and it is probable that the full scheme will 
come into operation at an early date. 


An Irish Wedding. 


The wedding of Lady Davina Lytton to 
the Earl of Erne, which is to take place in 
Henry VII.’s Chapel of Westminster 
Abbey on July 15th by special permission 
of the King, the godfather of the bride- 
groom, will be a very picturesque function 
against a most beautiful background. 
Lady Davina will wear a wedding gown of 
cloth of silver, and will be attended by 
twelve bridesmaids—five adults and seven 
children—as well as five pages. Lord 
Erne, who will be twenty-four in Novem- 
ber, is a lieutenant in the Royal Horse 
Guards, and an escort from the regiment 
will figure at the wedding. The number 
of guests is likely to be limited; for the 
chapel cannot hold a great number of 


people.

ISE usual meeting of the Free State 

Executive Council was not held yes- 
terday owing to the absence of President 
Cosgrave in the South. It probably will 
take place this morning before the sittings 
of the Senate and Dail. Both Houses 
have a large amount of business before 
them. 

The Senate will consider a number of 
bills, including the Dairy Produce Bill 
and the Midwives Bill, which have come 
up from the Dail.

Thomas Harris, the new Fianna Fail 
deputy for Co. Kildare, will ask the 
Minister for Agriculture to state (a) the 
acerage and value of the beet grown, (b») 
the number of beet-growers, (c) the amount 
paid in wages by growers, and (d) the 
number of labourers employed in each of 
the beet-growing counties during the 1929 
1930 season. 

Dr. Ryan (Fianna Fail. Wexford) will 
ask the President of the Executive Council 
whether, in view of the depression in the 
bacon and grain industries, the Executive 
Council will refer to the Tariff Commis- 
sioners the question vf the advisability of 
imposing a tariff on imported bacon and 
pig products, imported oats and products, 
and imported barley and products.

PROVISIONS OF NEW BILL. 

The bill, which is intended to enabl: 
the Minister for Lands and#Fisheries to 
remit or to reduce loans made for the pur- 
pose of enabling fishermen to purchase 
boats or gear for sea fishing, and for the 
writing off of irrecoverable balances, has 
now been issued. It is a short measure of 
six clauses. 

Under it the Minister will be empowered, 
with the approval of the Minister for 
Finance, to remit altogether or to reduce 
balances due by fishermen in respect of 
loans made to them by the Department of 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction, the 
Congested Districts Board or the Minister 
for Fisheries. Such remission or reduction 
may be made either unconditionally or 
subject to such conditions as may be im- 
posed. The Minister may make it a con- 
dition that a certain sum on foot of a 
balance shall be paid before a certain date, 
or may take over the fishing boat, equip- 
ment or gear in question. 

Section 3 provides that such remission 
of the amount outstanding shall not relieve 
from liability for the sum residue any 
person who is liable as surety for the re- 
payment of the loan. If the Minister !s 
satisfied that a balance outstanding is ir- 
recoverable, he may write it off. 

Statements of amounts remitted or 
written off shall, from time to time, be 
laid before both Houses of the Oireachtas.

HERE appears to be no ground for 

the report circulated in some quarters 

that Signor Mussolini had drafted, or is 

drafting, a conciliatory reply to the latest 

Papal Encyclica:, with its pointed allu- 

sions to the quarrel with the Italian 
State. 

The Italian Government has no reason 
t> take such a view of the Encyclical;

last Vatican Note. 

The Government is busily occupied ju-t 
now with the visit of Mr. Stimson, the 
United States Secretary of State, and the 
various questions relating to the Hoover 
Yan, and has no intention of hurrying 
an afiair which must essentially depend 
upon time for its selution. 

The matter will probably shortly be 
put before the Directorate of the Fascist 
Party. 

The Lavoro Fascista gives details of a 
‘plot’? supposed to have been concocted 
by Dom Sturzo, the priest who leads the 
Popular Party, four months ago in Paris, 
whither he went from his place of exile 
in London. 

The object of the “ plot’’ was to over- 
throw Fascism and re-institute. the 
Popular Party, Dom Sturzo undertaking 
to adhere to the Lateran Treaty as the 
basis of relations with the Holy See.

| KOREAN RIOTS: 


SPREADING. 


CHINESE DEATH- 
ROLL OVER EIGHTY. 


POLICE OPEN FIRE TO 
DEFEND STATION. 


FROM ReEviER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
TOKYO, Tuesday. 
IGHTY Chinese have been killed and 
170 seriously injured in the riots at 
Heiannando, the province of which Ping 
Yang is the capital. Sixty Koreans were 
arrested at Ping Yang this morning. The 
riots are reported to be spreading. 

Three hundred armed Koreans attacked 
a suburban police station this morning in 
an attempt to get at some two hundred 
Chinese who had taken sanctuary there. 
The police were forced to open fire, 
wounding several of the rioters. 

At Antung this. morning a Chinese mob 
attacked a party of Koreans, injuring 
twenty-five. 

Although it is stated that no responsi- 
bility for the Korean riots attaches to the 
Government, the Cabinet has decided to 
grant relief in money to Chinese sufferers. 

It is announced that the rioters are to 
be severely punished. 


100,000 CHINESE 
DANGER. 


REUTER’S (CORRESPONDENT. 
NANKING, Tuesday. 

According to the latest reports received 
here, the anti-Chinese riots in Korea are 
extending in intensity and scope. A feel- 
ing of panic is discernible, and _ reper- 
cussions in other districts may ensue. 

A statement issued by the National 
Association of Chambers of Commerce 
declares that the lives and property of 
over a hundred thousand Chinese 
merchants in Korea are in danger. 

“The present massacre,’’ the statement 
continues, ‘‘is a repetition of similar 
outrages in Korea in 1927,-when an anti- 
Chinese movement broke out and our 
countrymen were brutally slaughtered.’’ 

The dispute in Manchuria between 
Korean peasants and their Chinese land- 
lords over the construction of an irriga- 
tion canal is regarded in many quarters 
as having been the immediate cause of the 
racial outbreak in Korea, 

POLICE GIVE SANCTUARY. 

The latest news from Seoul states that 
the fire in the Chinese quarter was the 
work of incendiaries. 

At Fusan, police have been detailed to 
guard the Chinese quarter owing to grow- 
ing symptoms of unrest among the 
Koreans in the town. 

There appears to be no abatement of the 
tense situation at Ping Yang, where about 
four thousand Chinese are taking 
sanctuary in the police station and other 
buildings from the violence of the excited 
Korean mobs. 

No reply has yet been received to the 
strong diplomatic representations made 
from here to the Japanese Government. 


PROTEST TO JAPAN, 


The Chinese Government has sent a 
rongly-worded protest to Japan, “ deeply 
eploring the inability of the Japanese 
authorities to prevent the occurrence of 
such widespread mob attacks on peaceful! 
and law-abiding Chinese residents.” 

The protest ‘‘ demands that the Japanese 
Government shall take immediate and 
effective precautions against the recurrence 
of similar outrages, and that full com- 
pensation be made for all losses sustained 
by the Chinese.”’

The Times, in a 
savys:—The French acceptance of 
Hoover Plan has been hailed with 
an all but universal satisfaction. After 
the great hope inspired by President 
Hoover’s original announcement, the pro- 
tracted negotiations between the French 
and American Governments had begun to 
produce a reaction which was dangerously 
near to cancelling its tonic effect. Con- 
fidence in the financial stability of Central 
Furope had declined during those anxious 
days to an extent little short of alarming. 
So far had the credit of Germany de- 
teriorated that the Reichsbank, in spite of 
external assistance, found itself during 
the week-end almost at the end of its 
tether. The hope inspired by the French 
acceptance should now enable it to turn 
the corner, and, though the period of re- 
covery must necessarily be slow, there is 
no reason why the collapse which was 
threatening should not be averted; for, 
whatever outstanding difficulties till 
remain to be settled between the various 
signatories to the Young Plan on the 
details of the proposed moratorium, the 
French Government have conceded the 
paramount principle of a complete relief 
for Germany from reparation payments for 
twelve months, which it was the object of 
President Hoover to secure. In comparison 
with this all-important concession the 
reservations which the French Government 
still persist in making are of secondary 
importance, though they may still present 
difficulties.

DUUGLAS, Tuesday. 
It is ten years since the Celtic Congress 
last met in the Isle of Man, and, as

Special tributes were paid to the 
late Mr. E. 1. John, who was described 
as the chief corner-stone of the Congress 
movement, and to Mrs. Kennedy Frazer, 
the noted authority on Hebridean folk- 
song. 


THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. , 


The President, speaking of the work of 
the Congress, said that they were not 
seeking to revive the past, nor did they 
want people to shed tears over modes of 
life that had gone. 
only educational and interesting, but they 
had an ever-incre:sing practical useful- 
ness in the every-day life of the world. 
Just as no craftsman or artist could 
succeed unless he knew something of the 
creations, the successes and the failures 
of past generations, so it was with regard 
to Celtic customs; their links with the 
past in the Isle of Man were lameutably 
few, mainly due to the absence of a 
separate Manx literature. They were, 
however, particularly st.eng in their 
ancient monuments. He suggested that 
one of the universities ia Ireland might 
endow a scholarship to enable some 
student in Celtic history to come to Man, 
and undertake the task of writing a 
history of Manxland, the need for which 
was very much felt. 


GROWTH OF MANX LANGUAGE.

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DEFEAT OF LABOUR GOVERNMENT 


BILL.

The Government suffered defeat on an 
important clause of the Consumers 
Council Bill in Standing Committee of the 
House of Commons yesterday. 

The Committee (Mr. J. Scurr pre- 
siding) discussed whether the Council 
should be given the power of examining 
witnesses on oath. 

Mr. A. N. Skelton (Conservative, Perth), 
in moving the omission of the words 
‘upon oath,’’ declared that it was 1m- 
proper to invest such an indeterminate 
and fluctuating body as the Council would 
be with the power of extracting an oath 
from those se came before it. 

Mr. A. V. Alexander (First Lord of the 
Admiralty) said that the Council must be 
able to ascertain all the facts. The object 
of the bill, he wert on, would, in 
view, be very seriously stultified if the 
powers which are songht in this way were 
not accorded by Parliament. .Hé added 
that it was advisable for the Council to 
have the power, although the power would 
not always be used. 

Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister characterised 
as fantastic the suggestion that sometimes 
the Council would administer the oath. 
and sometimes not. After Mr. Alexander 
had offered to submit the wording of the 
clause to the Law Officers of the Crown, 
and in the .meantime to add words 
enabling the Council to take evidence 
upon oath, affirmation er otherwise, Mr. 
Skelton withdrew his amendment. 

An amendment moved by Mr. Alex- 
ander to insert the words mentioned was 
ayreed to. 

THE CLOSURE. 

Disorder broke out when Mr. Alexander 
moved the closure after the Committee had 
discussed an amendment, moved by Mr. 
Oswald Lewis (Conservative, Colchester). 
Earl Winterton jumped up to protest, but 
could not make himself heard through the 
nvise from the Government benches cfter 
he got out the word ‘‘scandalous.’’ The 
noise continued, and when the chairman 
declared that on the closure the “ Aves ” 
had it, Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister protested 
that he had heard the vote challenged by 
Conservative members.

there such. a thing -as a Palestine Arab State? 
Even as an Arab province, Palestine ficured 
m history for only 420 years. In 1072 it 
.was conquered by the Seljuk Turkomans, and 
then it passed successively into different non- 
Arab hands until it was conquered by the 
Turks in, 1516. The latter in turn were 
ousted by the British in 1918, who took 
possession of Palestine with the avowed object 
of enabling the Jewish people to re-establish 
Its: national home in its ancient, historic, 
divinely.given land. If it is a question of 
legal title, ours is far more ancient and of 
far gredter historic weight than that of the 
Arabs. 

Furthermore, the mere possession of a 
country for several centuries is not the only 
factor ‘with which civilisation has to- reckon. 
The natives in South Africa, for instance, 
had’ been in possession since pre-historic 
times, Yet the British, actuated by the 
higher claims of human progress, have paid 
little heed to the ancient claims of the 
African tribes. I do not mean to suggest that 
the Palestinian Arabs are on as low a level as 
the South African natives; but, when we 
consider the. exalted position which Palestine 
is entitled to occupy in civilisation, the 
analogy is by no means without substance. 
The Arabs have not justified their tenure 
of the country, so sacred, so dear to civilised 
humanity, which must be of the deepest cón- 
cern to all who have the progress of humanity 
really at heart. They have turned a land 
which once flowed with milk and honey, 
which was once like a Garden of Eden, which 
gave light and leading to civilised mankind, 
into a miserable, dirty, filthy, swampy, 
pestiferous, barren wilderness. Jewish energy, 
intellect, capital, enterprise and self. 
sacrificing labour are now beginning to 
reclaim this precious territory frem the floods 
af semi-savagery and to make of it a land 
fit for civilised human beings. Do you know 
how many of our pioneers lost their young 
lives in the heroic effort to resuscitate the 
land of Abraham and David, of Micha and 
Isaiah, from the effects of centuries of Arab 
sloth and baneful neglect’ 

Yon must also consider this very important 
aspect of the case. As a result of the Great 
War the Arab race has obtained Arabia and 
part of Mesopotamia. This is quite ample for 
its full self-realisation. For the Jéwish race, 
on the other hand, to which both Christianity 
and Islam are so deeply indebted, and which 
has contributed so much to the sum total of 
civilisation, there is not, outside of Palestine, 
a single spot upon this globe where it can 
reconstitute its national, spiritual and 
cultural centre. Surely this historic race, 
of such hoary antiquity, of so venefable 
an origin—which helped to build the 
mpehigilie of Pharaonic Egypt, which has 
survived the mightiest empires of the ancient 
world, has outlived its tormentors and would- 
-be destroyers by the sheer force of its 
immovable faith in the Divine, of its sublime, 
spiritual idealism—is entitled to one little 
deserted corner somewhere in this wide world. 
Let me once more impress "be your readers 
that our fervent, unquenchable yearning for 
our ancient, little land is inspired by lofty 
idealism. It is our ardent striving that the 
Jewish National Home in the land of the 
Patriarchs and the Prophets shall become 
the embodiment of the sublimest idgals,’ a 
tower of light. spiritual, ethical and cultural, 
a civilising agency of the highest significance, 
linking East and Wess and helping to further 
the true progress of the whole of mankind. 

Lastly, let me state most solemnly that we 
have not the faintest intention to dispossess 
the Arabs, our kinsmen, with whom we once 
collaborated in the highest interests of 
civihsation. Are you aware, by the way.

THE YOUGHAL CEREMONY. 

A very large gathering attended the cere- 
mony at Youghal, which took place at the 
ier. 

: Mr. Smith. chairman of the Urban District 
Council, in opening the proceedings, said that 
it was a lardmark in the history of Yuughal, 
The service had been established there for 
seventy-four years, and since that time sixty- 
two lives had been saved. 

Commander Drury explained that though 
the present Youghal boat was the smallest 
type in the service, it had accommodation for 
forty persons, or thirty in bad weather, 

Colonel’ Reche, President of the Branch, 
accepted the lifeboat, and assured Rear- 
Admiral Beamish that. they would make 
every effort to provide for its upkeep. It 
was one of the few objects, he said, in which 
Irishmen could still combine, and he was 
sure they would be glad to do so. 

The lifeboat was then dedicated by the 
Bishop of Cloyne (Most Sy. Dr. Browne), 
assisted by Ganon O’Dohoghue, and Mrs. 
Cosgrave named it ‘‘Tagrana Sarah Blunt.”’ 


SERVICE TO HUMANITY. 

President Cosgrave, welcoming the vessel 
in the name of the Irish people, ‘said that 
the Institution was performing a great ser- 
vice to humanity, and the boats were mannéd 
by heroic men, always ready to face danger. 

Sir George Shee, proposing a vote of 
thanks to the Bishop, the President, and 
Mrs. Cosgrave, said that many heroic actions 
had been performed in the lifeboat service, 
and they were fortunate in having among 
them that day an outstanding example— 
Father J. O’Shea, who, in 1911, had earned 
the gold medal of the Institution, the V.C. 
of the service. In that year the Teaser, 
of Montrose, had gone ash:re at Ardmore, 
and the Helvick hfeboat was too late to 
assist her. Father O’Shea had got volun- 
teers together and launched a -boat, which 
was rowed out to the Teaser. When they 
boarded her they found two of the crew 
already dead, while the third, whom they 
rescued, ‘succumbed shortly afterwards. For 
that deed Father O’Shea was awarded the 
gold medal, which was only given for very 
exceptional acts of bravery. 


CLAIM TO SUPPORT. 

The Bishop of Cloyne said that the lifeboat 
men had a great mission to perform, and 
had a strong claim to support from citizens. 
They could claim it, not as a favour, but as 
a right. There was too much money 
squandered on self-indulgence by people who 
forgot their obligations to these men. It 
was everybody 's duty to assist them.

COAL MINES BILL. 

In Committee on the Voal Mines Bill, the 
Deputy Chairman (Mr. Dunnico) ruled out 
of order an amendment: standing in the 
names of «Major Colville and Mr. Skelton, 
which provided for the tontinuance of the 
spread-over system .in Ncotland. he pro- 
posal, he said, was outside the scope of the 
bul. i 

On Clause 2, -which provides. íor. the 
calculation of wazes, Miss vennie Lee moved 
an amendment to secure that the minimum 
percentage additions to the basic rate of 
wages and the subsistence wage rates should 
not be less than those in force in 1980. 

Mr. Shinwell (Secretary for the Mines De- 
partment), in refusing to accept the amend- 
ment, said that the bill recognised the ex- 
istence of district agreements, and it would 
be grossly improper to scrap them. No such 
claim had been made by the Miners’ Federa- 
tion. No stabilisation of wages was intended. 
It did not at.all follow that the change from 
the spread-over system in Scotland to the 
seven and a half hours” day would be accom- 
panied by a reduction in wages. 

Mr. Maxton strongly protested against the 
Minister’s refusal to accept so modest an 
amendment. 

After some further discussion, the amend- 
ment was withdrawn. 

On the motion for the third reading, Major 
Colville said that the fact that the coal trade 
was to be brought back to the political arena 
in a year’s time seemed to indicate that the 
Government. did not expect to be in office a 
year hence. (Opposition cheers.) 

Mr. W. J. Brown, Labour member for 
Wolverhampton, was proceeding to talk of 
the capitalist system, to which he attributed 
all the periodic crises that arose, when the 
Speaker intervened ‘to say there was nothing 
about that in the bill. Mr. Brown found it 
extrémely difficult to say what he wanted 
to say within the limits of discussion pre- 
scribed by the Speaker, and he finally sat 
cown with the remark that his arguments 
would have to be developed outside. 

The. bill was read a third time. and sent 
to the House of Lords, where it was formally 
given a first reading, Their lordships pro- 
pose to take the bill through all its stages 
to-morrow (Wednesday). - 

AGRICULTURAL HOUSING. 

Mr. Arthur Greenwood, Minister of Health. 
moved a financial. resolution authorising the 
payment of special contributions towards. the 
expenses of rural district councils in pro- 
viding homes for agricultural workers and 
persons in a similar economic position. The 
resolution, he said, was the necessary pre- 
liminary to a bill dealing with the whole 
problem of rural housing. There was a big 
unsatisfied demand by rural workers for 
houses, and it was proposed to provide a 
sum of £2,000,000 to’ assist the orer 
district councils in the building of dwellings 
at a maximum cost of £350 for each house. 
At the present time the subsidy was £200, 
which left £150 not at present covered. It 
was suggested that the houses should be 
let at a rental of 3s. a week, half of which 
would be set aside for repayment of capital 
and for repairs, The plan. was for 40, 
houses, and the general test for the. Advisory 
Committee who were to admipister the: fund 
would be the poverty of the area. 

Mr, Lloyd George—How many areas will be 
covered by a condition of that kind? 

Mr. Greenwood said, that: of 650 Rural 
Councils 300 or 400 would come within the 
test, and this would include all purely agri- 
cultural areas. 

Mr. Lloyd George said that‘ his one regret 
was that the Government were not taking 
much stronger action. The problem of rural 
housing was not altogether an agricultural 
problem. There were many young people in 
the country who wanted to get married, but 
were driven into the contiguous towns because 
they could not find homes. He hoped that 
the House would put a Jittle more vigour inte 
the Government's faltering footsteps. 
not mere poverty that was preventing the 
building of houses, but the buanna of the 
local authorities to embark on a building 
programme.

Although certain areas are still restricted 
as to the movement of stock in consequence 
of the recent outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease, there were relatively few absentees 
from the ninetieth annual Show of the Royal 
Agricultural Society of England, opened in 
Warwick Park to-day. 

When held here in 1892, the live stock 
entries totalled 1,858. To-day they amount to 
5,061, with 741 exhibits of poultry and 253 of 
produce, In addition, there are 3588 com- 
mercial stands comprising a wide range of 
implements and machinery. Exclusive of 
double -entries, there are 568 horses, 1,168 
cattle, 68 goats, 569 sheep and 688 pigs. 
Judging started early this morning in 
twenty-one rings, with sheep and pigs in 
special sections of their own. It is a big job 
for any visitor who wishes to keep in touch 
with several departments of the show, 
although this year the grounds are more cam- 
pact than usual. 

Compared with the previous show at War- 
wick, to-day’s attendance was down, the 
number of people who paid ten shillings for 
admission up to 5 p.m. being 1,869, as against 
3,562 in 1892, and 2,443 at Manchester on the 
opening day last year. This figure is exclusive 
of members, exhibitors, season ticket-holders. 
etc., who number thousands. Fortunately, 
the weather remained fine.
